IT  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Society,  from  the  time  of  its  inaugu- 
ration in  1882,  to  promote  home  teaching  of  the  blind  throughout 
the  United  States,  and  to  respond  to  applications  for  embossed 
literature  from  the  most  distant  parts  of  the  Union,  as  readily  as 
those  from  Philadelphia  and  its  neighborhood.  In  accordance  with 
this  time-honored  practice,  the  Board  of  Managers  realized  that  the 
opportunity  presented  during  the  past  }'ear,  at  the  World's  Fair  at  St. 
Louis,  to  make  home  teaching  for  the  blind  more  widel}'  known  than 
ever  before  on  this  continent,  ought  not  to  be  neglected,  The  Expo- 
sition authorities  cordially  responded  to  the  Society’s  request  for 
space,  and  our  exhibit  of  embossed  books  in  the  Moon  tj-pe.  as  well 
as  maps,  diagrams  and  pictures  in  relief,  designed  1>3'  the  late  Dr. 
William  Moon,  of  Brighton,  England,  was  carefully  prepared  and  dis- 
patched to  St,  Louis  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the  Exposition. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October,  one  of  the  Society’s 
blind  teachers,  Mr.  James  W.  Moore,  was  present  at  the  Exposition  to 
explain  the  exhibit,  and  to  answer  the  questions  of  inquiring  visitors 
who  had  come  from  everj’  State  of  the  Union,  from  Hawaii,  the  Phil- 
ippines, Mexico,  Brazil,  Japan,  and  nianj-  European  countries.  A 
large  number  of  them,  who  had  blind  relatives  and  friends,  eagcrl}- 
sought  for  information  about  the  reading,  and  carried  awa>-  alphabets 
and  specimen  pages  of  reading,  in  the  hope  of  being  able,  upon 
returning  to  their  homes,  to  in.struct  the  blind  persons  in  whom  tliej- 
were  interested. 

It  is  most  gratifj'iiig  that  the  jurors  of  the  Section,  devoted  to  the 
education  of  the  blind  at  the  World’s  Fair,  awarded  a gold  medal  to 
this  Societj’  for  its  interesting  and  attractive  exhibit. 
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The  Exposition,  which  has  now  passed  into  tustory,  iwis  a univer- 
sal institution  of  instruction,  and  the  members  of  tins  Society  may 
well  feel  pleased  and  satisfied  with  the  success  which  has  attended  its 

exhibit  at  the  World's  I'air.  c , ■ , 

This  special  enterprise  at  St.  Louis,  the  expen.se  of  which  was, 
to  a considerable  extent,  defrayed  by  special  contributions  for  that 
purpose,  has,  however,  not  been  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work  in  our  own  city  and  State. 

The  two  teachers  at  present  employed  have  had  117  new  pupils 
under  instruction  during  the  year,  and  have  paid  2843  visits  to  them 
and  various  other  blind  persons  in  private  houses  and  public  institu- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  instructing  them  in  reading  and  furnishing 
them' with  an  exchange  of  books.  When  to  these  are  added  71  names 
of  persons  who  have  been  enrolled  during  1904  at  the  Free  Library 
of  Philadelphia,  the  total  number  of  new  blind  readers  during  the 
year  is  188.  After  allowing  for  tho.se  who  have  died,  there  are 
774  names  upon  the  roll  of  blind  readers.  During  1904  no  less 
than  S284  volumes  of  embossed  books  were  issued  from  the  Dejiart- 
ment  for  the  blind  in  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,  1954  of  which 
were  distributed  by  our  teachers,  and  1352  were  sent  out  of  the  city 
to  distant  places  in  the  United  States,  and  even  to  blind  persons  in 
the  Philippine  Islands. 

In  the  Report  for  1903  of  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,  the 
following  reference  is  made  to  the  4819  embossed  volumes  issued 
during  that  year  from  its  Department  for  the  Blind,  to  readers,  who 
are  persons  of  all  ages,  using  the  five  embossed  types  : — 

" The  distribution,  according  to  types,  has  been  as  follows  : Braille, 
4S0  volumes  ; American  Braille,  467  volumes  ; New  York  Point,  85 
volumes;  Line  Letter,  159  volumes;  Moon  Type,  3628  volumes; 
total,  4819  volumes. 

"The  large  preponderance  of  ^loon  type  over  the  other  types 
circulated,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  majorit}-  of  the  readers  are  those 
who  have  become  blind  in  adult  life.  Many  at  this  age  are  not 
readily  able  to  master  a point  system,  and  for  them  the  Jloon  system 
has  proved  a blessing.  " 

One  of  the  memorable  features  of  the  year's  progress  has  been  the 
enactment  by  Congress  of  a law  providing  for  free  transportation 
through  the  mails  of  embossed  reading  matter,  when  loaned  to  the 
blind.  The  agitation  for  such  free  postage,  which  has  been  kept  up 
for  several  years  by  this  .Society  and  many  of  the  friends  of  the  blind, 
has  thus  resulted  in  a concession,  which  will  confer  a boon  upon 
80,000  blind  persons  in  the  United  States  and  its  various  possessions; 
and  as  this  beneficent  arrangenient  becomes  more  generally  known, 
there  will  doubtless  be  an  increa.sed  demand  from  distant  places  for 
embossed  books  from  the  Society's  library. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  again  to  e.xpress  its  grateful  appre- 
ciation of  the  continued  heart3'  and  harmonious  co-operation  of  the 
Free  Librar3'  of  Philadelphia,  which  so  efiicientl3’  conducts  the  distri- 
bution of  the  enibo.s.sed  books  from  the  librarw  It  is  no  uncommon 
thing  to  see,  at  one  time,  in  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  several 
large  packages  of  books  read3‘  for  mailing,  and  addressed  to  various 
towns  in  the  .State  of  Pi 
.States,  such  as  Texas 


Peniis3'lvania,  as  well  as  to  places  in  distant 
, California,  Colorado,  (leorgia  and  ilaine,  and

also  to  Alaska.  These  represent  a large  amount  ol  work  in  addition 
to  the  regular  issuing  of  books  to  the  blind  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 
The  latter  is  conducted  by  the  Free  Library  without  any  charge,  but 
the  clerical  and  packing  expenses  connected  with  the  forwarding  of 
books  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  city  have  to  be  met  b5’  this  Society. 

In  addition  to  the  contributions  of  the  annual  subscribers,  the 
Managers  thankfully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  S500  from  the  estate 
of  Hannah  W.  Gadsden,  through  the  kindness  of  the  executor,  John 
B.  MofFitt,  E.sq.,  and  also  of  Siooo  from  the  estate  of  Hiram  J.  Brooke,

through  the  executor.  The  Fidelity  Trust  Company  of  Philadelphia. 
These  contributions  have  greatly  aided  them  in  their  eflbrts  to  extend 
the  knowledge  and  usefulness  of  this  beneficent  work  for  the  blind. 
To  Mr.  Frank  Read,  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society,  they  are  also  in- 
debted for  three  complete  copies  of  " Barriers  Burned  Away,”  which 
form  a valuable  addition  to  its  librart-  of  embossed  books  in  the  Moon 
type.  Whilst  it  is  a cause  for  deep  thankfulness  that  the  efforts  of  this 
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Society  on  behalf  of  the  blind,  have  been  so  abundantly  blessed  there 
are  thousands  of  the  blind,  in  Pennsylvania  alone,  who  need  to  be 
sought  out  and  taught  to  read.  This  is  not  only  a philanthropic  bu 
an  Educational  work,  which  is  most  worthy  of  aid  from  the  State,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a generous  appropriation  toward  its  support  may, 
ere  long  be  granted  bv  the  Legislature  of  I'ennsylvania.  I he  .schools 
for  the  blind  provide  efficiently  for  tho.se  under  twenty -one  years  of 
age  but  hardly  500  are  at  the  present  time  under  instruction  111  the 
schools  for  the'  blind  in  Pennsylvania,  whereas  the  total  population  of 
blind  in  the  State  is  more  than  6000.  Of  these,  82%  are  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  .so  that  the  adults,  who  are  so  greatly  in  the  majority 
could  not  enter  the  schools  if  they  would  ; and  it  may  well  be  supposed 
that  but  few  would  become  inmates  of  them,  if  they  could.  The  plan 
of  home  teaching  is  therefore  a necessity  for  the  adults,  and  employ- 
ment could  easily  be  found  for  a dozen  more  teachers,  to  search  out 
and  teach  the  blind  of  Pennsylvania  alone. 

This  Society  devotes  its  efforts,  free  of  charge,  to  the  blind  of  all 
clas.ses,  without  distinction  of  age,  sex,  color,  nationality,  or  religion. 
It  is  found  that  by  means  of  the  easily  felt  Moon  type,  a very  large 
proportion  of  the  blind  can  become  good  readers,  nothwithstanding 
that  their  sense  of  touch  is  oftentimes  impaired,  either  from  hardened 
fingers,  or  from  diseases  affecting  the  nervous  system,  which  further 
make  it  impossible  for  them  to  decipher  complicated  characters,  or 
commit  a multitude  of  contractions  to  memory,  as  found  in  other 
embossed  types. 

The  lot  of  the  blind  is  indeed  a sad  one  ! Added  to  their  affliction, 
oftentimes,  is  a dependence  upon  friends  or  relatives  for  support ; and 
it  is  no  uncommon  experience  that  blind  jiersons  have  literally  to  sit 
in  darkness  and  solitude,  with  nothing  to  occupy  them  but  their  own 
thoughts. 

But  a change  comes  o’er  the  scene  when  the  embossed  tj'pe  is 
handed  to  the  blind  ones  by  the  home  teacher,  who  comes  with  a word 
of  cheer — 


“Lighting  up  the  darkness, 

Scattering  the  gloom.” 

Despondencj^  gives  way  to  hope  and  j'oj'  soon  follows,  as  they  trace 
the  simple  embo,s.sed  characters,  and,  after  one  or  two  lessons,  are 
able  once  more  to  read  for  themselves. 

To  aid  in  such  a work  may  well  be  deemed  a privilege,  for  such  a 
ministr}-  is 

“twice  bless'd, 

It  blesscth  him  that  gives  and  him  that  takes.” 


PUBLICATION  FUND. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society,  held  in  1902,  it  was  resolved 
that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  rai.se  a Publication  Fund  of  Sioo.ooo, 
the  intere.st  of  which  should  be  devoted  to  defraying  the  cost  of  stereo- 
typing  new  and  interesting  books  in  the  Moon  type  for  the  blind. 
A larger  number  and  a greater  varietj'  of  books  are  much  needed  for 
our  readers.  Ihej'  a.sk  for  more  books  of  an  entertaining,  instructive 
character,  such  as  their  sighted  friends  enjoj’;  and  to  meet  this  demand, 
the  Board  of  JIanagers  hopes  that  fresh  impetus  mav  now  be  given  to 
the  efforts  for  raising  the  Publication  Fund. 
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The  Managers  thankfully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $ioo  from 
Mr.  John  II.  Converse  and  $ioo  from  Miss  Phtebe  Anna  Thorne,  and 
promises  from  Mr.  Frank  Read,  Mr.  John  E.  Baird,  and  Mr.  Benedict 
Ginibel  of  contributions  of  };ioo  each  toward  the  Publication  P'nnd. 

Not  long  ago  this  Society  contributed  $150  toward  the  cost  of 
■'John  Plalifax,  Gentleman.”  which  was  stereotj'ped  b3'  the  Moon 
Societj'  for  Embossing  Books  for  the  Blind,  in  Brighton,  England, 
and  the  Managers  earnestlj-  hope  that  the  proposed  permanent  fund 
may  speedilj'  be  raised,  so  that  the  Societ3'  ma3’  be  in  a position  to 
render  further  and  larger  assistance  in  increasing  the  literature  for  the 
blind.  Our  blind  friends  have  pathetic  claims  upon  our  love  and

age.  Thus,  the  blind  throughout  the  world  will  ultimatel3'  be  bene- 
fited ; and  perchance  .some  darkened  souls  ma3'  be  .so  illumined 
with  “celestial  light,"  that,  like  the  immortal  poet,  thc3'  will  be 
privileged  to 

“ see  and  tell 

Of  things  invisible  to  mortal  sight.”

REPORT  UPON  THE  EXHIBIT 


OF  THE 

PENNSYLVANIA  HOME  TEACHING  SOCIETY  AND  FREE 
CIRCULATING  LIBRARY  FOR  THE  BLIND, 

AT  THE 

LOUISIANA  PURCHASE  EXPOSITION, 

St.  Loui.S,  Mo.,  1904.

IN  accordance  with  a re.solution  pa,s.sed  by  the  Board  of  Manager.s  of 
this  Societr"  at  its  la.st  meeting,  the  male  teacher,  Mr.  James  \V. 
Moore,  on  August  31st,  started  from  Philadelphia  to  act  as  demon- 
strator of  the  e.xhibit.  which  had,  earlier  in  the  year,  been  pre- 
pared and  forwarded  to  the  World's  Fair  at  St.  Louis.  I accompanied 
him.  to  see  that  he  was  properh-  installed  and  satisfactorily  provided 
for  during  the  eight  weeks  he  was  to  spend  at  the  Exposition. 

We  arrived  in  ,St.  Louis.  September  ist.  in  time  to  reach  the  P'air 
in  the  afternoon.  We  found  our  exhibit  in  the  Palace  of  Education, 
respectabhf  located  in  an  alcov'e,  with  the  exhibits  of  the  Overbrook 
and  Maryland  Institutions  for  the  blind  on  the  one  side,  and  those  of  the 
Missouri,  New  York  and  Boston  Institutions  on  the  other.  The  .school- 
rooms, or  large  booths,  in  which  blind  children  were  going  through 
their  exercises,  opened  upon  the  main  aisle,  which  pa.ssed  the  end  of 
the  alcove  in  which  our  exhibit  was  located.  I soon  sought  out  Mr. 
Alvin  E.  Pope,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Section  devoted  to  the  blind 
and  deaf.  He  gave  us  a warm  reception,  and  directed  us  to  the  dor- 
mitorj-  in  which  Mr.  Moore  was  to  be  lodged  during  his  stay.  We  were 
also  provided  with  provisional  passes  for  entering  the  World's  Fair 
grounds.  Mr.  Moore  could  not  receive  his  permanent  pass  until  he 
had  been  photographed,  for  which  a charge  of  two  dollars  was  made. 

During  a long  conversation  with  Mr.  Pope,  I was  able  fully  to 
explain  the  character  of  the  home-teaching  work,  and  how  it  differed 
from  the  work  of  the  schools  for  the  blind.  He  saw  at  once  that  the 
embossed  type  we  used  could  be  felt  by  the  blind  of  all  ages,  whilst 
the  dotted  types  required  very  sensitive  fingers  for  their  decipherment. 
As  soon  as  I reached  the  Education  Building,  on  the  following  morn- 
ing, Mr.  Pope  came  to  me  and  offered  for  the  exhibit  one  of  the  school- 
rooms measuring  12  by  13  feet  and  opening  upon  the  main  aisle,  if  I 
could  make  use  of  it.  I gladl}-  accepted  it,  as  it  was  in  a ver3’  con- 
spicuous location,  and  at  once  employed  a signwriter  to  paint  some 
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larsre  placards  representing  the  Moon  alphabet  and  a line  of  reading. 
These  were  fastened  across  the  back  wall  of  the  schoolroom  and  onr 
cabinets  and  photographic  portraits  were  brought  from  the  alcove  and 
arrranged,  as  shown  in  the  photograph  of  the  exhibit. 

The  number  of  persons  who  stopped  to  inspect  the  exhibit  and 
listen  to  Mr.  Moore’s  explanations  and  demonstrations  of  reading  was, 
in  the  new  location,  much  larger  than  it  had  been  in  the  alcove  ; and 
hundreds,  during  each  day  that  I was  there,  clustered  around  the  booth 
to  learn  about  the  home-teaching  work,  and  to  carry  away  a copy  of 
the  circular,  which,  by  direction  of  this  Board,  had  been  prepared  for 
free  distribution. 

During  my  stay  at  the  Fair,  I endeavored  to  interest  several  influ- 
ential pereons  in  home  teaching  for  the  blind  of  St.  Louis,  and,  on 
September  loth,  I delivered,  in  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  Palace  of 
Education,  an  address  upon  the  subject  of  embossed  t>-pes  and  home 
teaching  for  the  blind. 

Professor  James  M.  Ball,  a celebrated  oculist  of  the  city,  who  was 
present,  asked  me  for  my  address,  for  the  purpo.se  of  publishing  it  in 
the  “Annals  of  Ophthalmology,  ’’  of  which  he  is  the  chief  editor.  As 
this  important  publication  readies  oculists  all  over  the  world,  the 
message  I had  the  honor  to  deliver  will  thereby  reach  a far  larger 
audience  than  that  at  the  World’s  Fair.  As  Dr.  Ball  very  properly 
remarked,  oculists,  in  general,  know  too  little  of  this  means  of  ameli- 
orating the  condition  of  the  blind,  and  he  thought  this  was  a fine 
opportunity  for  making  them  better  acquainted  with  it. 

The  time  of  our  arrival  at  the  Fair  could  not  have  been  more  oppor- 
tune, for,  on  the  very  day  we  transferred  our  exhibit  to  its  new  quarters, 
the  Juries  of  Award  assembled,  to  commence  their  inspection  of  the 
various  exhibits,  and  it  was  my  privilege  to  converse  with  each  of  those 
who  constituted  the  Jury  of  Award  for  the  special  department  devoted 
to  the  blind  and  deaf.  I was  introduced  to  them  bj-  Mr.  Pope,  and  I 
lost  no  time  in  giving  one  of  them  — Professor  Green,  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  — a correct  impression  as  to 
our  work.  1 pointed  out  that  our  work  in  no  wa}'  conflicted  with  the 
grand  and  efficient  instruction  which  is  given  in  the  schools,  but  we 
dealt  with  the  adults,  whom  they  were  unable  to  receive.  He  was 
most  courteous,  and  fully  realized  that  our  work  was  the  complement 
of  the  school  work,  and  that  we  endeavored  to  do  what  they  did  not 
or  could  not  do.  The  other  jurors,  one  of  whom  was  a Japanese, 
grasped  the  same  thought  immediately,  and  all  of  them  made  a care- 
ful examination  of  our  exhibit,  with  its  embossed  books  and  the  cabi- 
nets of  mounted  specimens  kindly  furnished  by  the  Moon  Society  in 
England,  which  included  embossed  reading  in  419  languages,  as  well 
as  pictures,  diagrams,  astronomical  and  geographical  maps  in  relief,  as 
designed  by  the  late  Dr.  William  Moon,  for  the  use  of  the  blind.  It 
was  my  good  fortune  to  be  present  at  the  time  the  members  of  the  jury 
made  their  first  tour  of  inspection. 

Mr.  Pope  kindlj'  introduced  me  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Perry,  a lady  who 
is  so  prominentlj-  connected  with  philanthropic  work  in  the  city,  that 
she  is  styled  the  “ Helen  Gould  of  St.  Louis.  ’’  I explained  to  her  the 
character  of  our  e.xhibit,  and  expressed  a hope  that  it  might  be  pos- 
sible to  form  a Society  in  St.  Louis  similar  to  ours  in  Philadelphia. 
She  at  once  manifested  an  interest  in  it,  especiall}’  as  one  of  her  sisters. 
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Miss  I.aura  Perry,  lias  been  blind  for  several  years.  Miss  Perry  coin- 
mnnicated  with  Jlr.  Frederick  M.  Crniiden,  the  I.ibrariaii  of  the  Public 
Free  Library  of  St.  Louis,  and  arranged  a time  for  us  to  meet,  to  dis- 
cuss the  question  of  his  receiving  and  distributing  the  enibos,sed  books, 
which  should  be  coiumitted  to  his  care  by  aiij’  organization  which 
might  be  formed  for  home  teaching  of  the  blind.  Mr.  Crunden  entered 
cordially  into  the  plan,  and  said  that  he  could  pronii,se,  on  behalf 
of  his  trustees,  that  the  librar3'  work  for  the  blind  should  be  taken  up 
in  St.  Louis  as  it  was  being  conducted  bv  his  friend,  Mr.  John 
Thomson,  in  Philadelphia,  who,  b5'thewaj’,  had  also  kindU’ furnished 
me  with  an  introduction  to  Mr.  Crunden.  I should  also  mention 
that  I am  greatlj'  indebted  to  Profes.sor  Allen,  of  Overbrook,  for  a 
special  introduction  to  Professor  Green,  of  the  St.  Louis  School  for 
the  Blind. 

I remained  in  St.  Louis  twelve  da3’S,  and  left  for  Philadelphia  on 
the  night  of  September  12th,  having  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Mr. 
Moore  full3’  installed  at  the  exhibit,  and  comfortably'  lodged  and  cared 
for  in  one  of  the  dormitories  within  the  World's  Fair  grounds. 
During  the  latter  part  of  my  stay  I was.  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Pope, 
also  accommodated  with  lodging  in  the  same  dormitory'. 

Whilst  I was  at  the  Fair,  the  Illinois  School  for  the  Blind,  at 
Jacksonville,  was  represented  by'  several  of  its  scholars,  who  occupied 
neighboring  booths  to  our  own.  The  scholars  read  from  embossed 
books,  wrote  on  typewriters,  played  on  various  musical  instruments, 
and  sang  very  sweetly.  In  a booth  near  to  us,  Lottie  Sullivan,  an 
interesting  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  girl,  was  on  e.xhibition.  She  was  a 
pupil  from  the  Colorado  School  for  the  Blind,  and  could  read  the 
dotted  ty'pe,  write  letters  on  the  typewriter,  and  sew  with  the  sewing- 
machine.  Mr.  Moore  readily  taught  her,  and  all  the  scholars  from 
the  Jacksonville  School,  to  read  by  the  Moon  type  ; and  Dr.  F'reeman, 
the  Superintendent  of  that  school,  with  whom  I frequently  conversed, 
asked  many'  questions,  and  became  deeply  interested  in  our  work. 
He  expressed  his  determination  to  start  a similar  method  of  teaching 
the  adult  blind  in  his  own  city.  He  saw  that  our  method,  and  the 
ty'pe  we  used,  solved  a problem  about  the  adults  and  their  reading 
which  had  puzzled  him  before. 

I also  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  and  conversing  with  Miss  Sarah 
A.  Draper,  the  Director  of  the  Musical  Department  of  the  Illinois 
School  for  the  Blind. 

After  the  pupils  of  that  school  had  concluded  their  stay'  at  the  Fair, 
large  numbers  of  the  scholars  of  the  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind, 
in  charge  of  Miss  Reese,  A.ssistant  Principal,  took  their  places  in  the 
schoolrooms  and  gave  interesting  exhibitions  illu.strating  the  method 
of  instruction  pursued  in  that  institution  ; and  Mr.  Moore  was  in- 
formed, before  he  left  St.  Louis,  that  all  of  them  had  learned  to  read 
the  Moon  type  in  a very  short  time,  and  were  delighted  with  it. 

It  was  fresh  news  to  many,  that  the  United  States  Congress  had 
granted  free  postage  for  embossed  books  loaned  to  the  blind.  Indeed, 
this  is  the  first  opportunity  we  have  had  of  announcing  to  this  Board, 
that  on  the  2d  of  June  the  Postmaster  General  issued  an  order  to  all 
postmasters  in  reference  to  an  act  of  Congress,  passed  April  27,  1904, 
which  granted,  under  certain  regulations,  free  transportation  through 
the  United  States  mails  of  embossed  books,  when  loaned  to  blind

Before  I left  St.  that  we  should  have  no  reason 

erat.ons,  Ln^we^  clecision  in  reference  to  onr 

to  be  learned  since,  that  we  have  been  awarded  the  Gold 

and  tliat  New  York  has  been  awarded  the  Silver  Medal.  This 
is  no  small  honor,  and  New  York  is  surprised  at  the  award,  as  the  first 
nrize  was  awarded  New  York  at  the  Pans  Exposition  of  1900.  But, 
then  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  at  Pans,  the  Pennsylvania  Home 
Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  was  not  represented  by  an  exhibit  . 

It  was  mv  privilege  to  have  a long  and  delightful  intervievv  with 
Miss  Laura 'P^y,  the  blind  lady  to  whom  I have  already  referred. 
Notwithstanding  her  blindness,  I found  her  a very  gifted  lady  She 
told  me  that  she  remembered,  with  gratitude,  that  soon  after  'osmg 
her  evesight  she  learned  the  Moon  type,  and  received  embossed 
books  from  the  Bible  Society  in  Philadelphia  She  warmly  embraced 
the  idea  of  trying  to  reach  and  teach  the  adult  blind  in  St  Louis,  and 
expected  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  her  intimate  friend.  Miss  H , 
the  daughter  of  a Cabinet  Minister  at  Wa.shington.  Since  my  return 
to  Philadelphia  1 have  learned  that  she  propo,ses  to  undertake  some 
home  teaching  on  her  own  account.  I may  here  mention  that  she  is 
a sister-in-law  of  Governor  Francis,  the  President  of  the  Exposition, 
and  I think,  that  under  such  auspices,  with  Professor  Green  as  adviser 
and  Mr.  Criinden  as  librarian,  there  is  a good  prospect  of  the  work 
making  headwaj'  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis. 

Oftentimes  during  my  stay  at  the  Fair  I lamented  the  fact,  that  our 
blind  friends,  who  were  present  there  to  enlighten  the  world  as  to  the 
means  provided  for  ameliorating  their  own  condition,  could  not  them- 
selves behold  the  wonderful  scenes  by  ivhich  they  were  surrounded. 
It  was  a world  in  itself — a fairyland,  a dream.  Everything  was  on 
a stupendous  and  magnificent  scale,  and  all  the  varied  objects  and 
structures  were  so  well  proportioned,  that  the  colossal  buildings  har- 
monized with  the  most  pleasing  effect. 

But  whikst  the  scene  was  grand  b>.  day,  it  was  bewitchinglj'  en- 
chanting at  night,  when  every  building  and  every  statue  became 
suddenlv  outlined  by  the  faintest  of  lights,  which  gradually  grew  in 
strength  and  splendor,  until  the  whole  picture,  from  Festival  Hall  to 
the  Plaza  of  St.  Louis,  was  bathed  in  glorious  light,  issuing  from 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  incandescent  bulbs. 

In  conclusion,  I think  we  have  abundant  cause  to  be  gratified  by 
the  succe.ss  which  has  attended  the  e.xhibit  made  on  behalf  of  this 
Society  at  the  World’s  Fair.  Thousands  of  persons  from  every  State 
and  Territory  of  the  I’nion  ; from  Mexico,  Canada,  Australia,  Japan, 
and  many  European  countries  have  been,  and  still  are  being,  thereby 
made  acquainted  with  home  teaching  and  embossed  reading  for  the 
blind,  of  which  the3'  had  neither  seen  nor  heard  ani-thing  before  their 
visit  to  the  P'air. 

On  October  1 7th  Mr.  Moore  received  a telegram  from  Boonville,  Mo. 
It  was  addressed  to  him  at  our  e.xhibit,  in  the  Palace  of  Education, 
and  read  as  follows:  — 
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•'  Vou  remember  I was  talking  to  j’ou  last  Friday  about  my  father 
who  is  blind.  If  we  will  pay  all  your  expenses  will  you  come  here 
before  you  go  East  and  teach  him  to  read  ? Distance  two  hundred 
miles — time  seven  hours  on  Mi.ssouri,  Kansas,  Texas.  You  can  take 
sleeper.  Our  e.xpense.  W.  II.  Ames.” 

As  this  telegram  reached  Mr.  Moore  at  the  beginning  of  ” Helen 
Keller  Week,  ” and  he  was  likeU-  to  find  it  the  most  fully  occupied  one 
of  his  visit,  it  was  impossible  for  him,  personally,  to  respond  to  the 
summons.  He  however  sent  on  the  necessary  papers  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  Mr.  Ames's  blind  father.  This  is  but  one  of  the  many  in.stances 
of  visitors  to  the  Fair  carrying  home  to  their  afflicted  friends  the  glad 
tidings  of  an  easily  acquired  t3'pe  for  the  blind. 

I cannot  refrain  from  e.xpressing  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
uniform  courtes3’  and  kindness  shown  to  3‘our  repre.sentatives  b3'  the 
officials  of  the  Department  of  Education,  especiall3'  from  Dr.  Howard 
J.  Rogers,  the  Chief,  and  Mr.  Pope,  Superintendent  of  the  Section 
devoted  to  the  blind  and  the  deaf. 

Mr.  Moore  completed  his  sta3'  of  two  months  at  the  Fair  on  Frida3', 
October  21st,  and  returned  on  Sunda3'  last  to  resume  his  work  in 
Philadelphia.  At  the  World's  Fair  he  has  taught  ver3’  man3'  blind 
persons,  and  has  given  instruction  to  man3’  sighted  persons,  so  that, 
upon  their  return  to  their  homes,  the3’  can  teach  their  blind  relatives 
and  friends  to  read  from  the  embossed  papers  with  which  the3'  were 
provided.  Man3’  thou.sands  of  circulars,  giving  a condensed  account 
of  the  work  of  this  Societ3’,  with  a cop3'  of  the  embossed  alphabet 
attached,  have  been  distributed  and  carried  awa3’  to  enlighten  people 
in  far-distant  homes,  upon  the  subject  of  reading  for  the  blind. 
Alread3'  several  applications  have  come  to  us  for  embossed  alphabets 
and  first  lessons,  from  persons  who  heard  of  the  t3'pe  for  the  first  time 
through  their  friends  who  visited  the  World's  F’air  at  St.  Louis.  And 
the  end  is  not  3'et,  for  I fulU'  believe  the  results  will  be  farther  reach- 
ing and  much  more  lasting  than  we  can  possibl3'  now  imagine.

Possibly  none  but  the  blind  truly  realize 
the  awful  reality  of  not  being  able  longer  to  recognize  the  faces  of  dear 
ones  and  kind  friends;  the  loneliness  of  our  position  can  be  felt,  but  with 
the  ability  to  read,  and  that  reading  of  the  very  best,  from  the  great  Book, 
God’s  Word,  followed  by  the  writings  of  earth’s  scientific  master-minds,  I 
can  bask  in  pleasant  thoughts  and  reasonings.

To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Picas,  No.  i, 
for  the  County  of  Philadelphia  . — 

The  petition  of  the  undersigned, 

respectfully  represents  : 
That  they  have  associated  themselves  together  for  the  purpose 
and  upon  the  terms  and  bj-  the  name  herein  stated  under  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  regulation  of  certain  corporations,’’  approved 
the  twenty-ninth  da}^  of  April,  1874,  ttnd  the  several  supple- 
ments thereto,  and  that  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
said  Act  they  do  set  forth  and  declare  that  : 

I.  The  name  of  the  corporation  is  “The  Pennsylvania  Home 
Teaching  Society  and  Free  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind.” 

II.  The  purpose  for  which  the  corporation  is  formed  is  the 
instruction  of  the  blind  in  the  art  of  reading  by  means  of  books 
printed  in  embossed  or  raised  Moon  type  or  other  characters,  at 
their  homes  and  elsewhere,  and  to  establish  and  operate  by  itself 
or  through  the  medium  of  others  a free  circulating  library,  or 
libraries,  of  books  printed  in  said  type  or  other  characters  for  the 
use  of  the  blind. 

III.  The  business  of  the  corporation  is  to  be  transacted  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere  in  the  United  States, 
and  its  principal  office  is  to  be  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

IV.  The  corporation  shall  exist  perpetually.

2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be:  ( i ) To  provide  a teacher 
or  teachers  to  find  out  and  visit  the  blind  at  their  homes,  f 2)  To 
provide  a free  circulating  library  of  embo.ssed  books  in  the  Moon 
type  for  the  blind,  the  volumes  of  which  shall  be  exchanged  by 
the  teacher,  or  teachers,  as  often  as  nece.ssary.  (3)  \ olumes 
may  be  .sent  to  blind  readers  at  distant  points,  where  there  are 

no  local  libraries  of  such  books.

3.  The  management  of  the  Society  shall  be  ve.sted  in  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a Secretary,  and  a Board  of 
Managers  (of  not  less  than  twelve),  to  be  elected  annually  at  a 
general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  r^hich  Board  of 
Managers  .shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

4.  Members  of  the  Society  may  be  elected  at  any  .stated 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  upon  the  payment  of

Society  was  founded  in  1882,  with  the  object  of  providingja 
library  of  embossed  books  in  the  Moon  type,  and  .sending 
teachers  to  the  homes  of  the  blind  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
them  to  read,  and  periodicallj-  exchanging  their  books.  P'or  sixteen 
years  the  work  was  most  snccessfnllj-  carried  on  in  Philadelphia, 
under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  John  P,  Rhoads,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Philadelphia  Bible  Society  ; but  in  order  to  place  it  upon  a more  per- 
manent basis,  the  Societ}’  was  reorganized  in  1898,  and  it  is  with  much 
pleasure  that  the  managers  of  the  Penns3dvania  Home  Teaching 
Societ3‘  and  P'ree  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind  announce,  that  the 
Trustees  of  the  Free  Librar3^  of  Philadelphia  have  undertaken  to  co- 
operate with  them,  b>'  taking  charge  of  the  librar3-  of  embossed  books 
belonging  to  this  Societ3'  for  the  blind,  as  well  as  consenting  to  .super- 
intend the  loaning  of  the  books  to  the  blind  upon  the  Societ3'’s  roll 
of  readers,  all  expenses  connected  with  the  home  teaching  part  of  the 
work  and  the  circulation  of  books  outside  of  Philadelphia  being  borne 
b3‘  the  Home  Teaching  Societ3’. 

The  libraiy  of  Embossed  Works  has  been  transferred  to  the  Free 
Librar3’,  1217- 1221  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  where  the  books  are 
kept  in  a room  especially  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  this  work.  The 
room  is  also  open  to  the  blind  as  a reading-room,  and  such  persons  are 
welcome  to  the  free  use  of  the  librar3’.  Those  who  live  in  Philadelphia 
or  its  vicinity  are  taught  at  their  homes,  without  charge,  b3’  the  visi- 
tors engaged  by  the  Home  Teaching  Society  for  that  special  purpose. 

Eight3'  per  cent,  of  the  blind  are  over  twent3'-one  3'ears  of  age,  and 
man3-  of  them  have  lost  their  eyesight  from  exhausting  diseases, 
from  accidents,  or  from  causes  which  shatter  the  nervous  S3'stem  ; 
so  that,  when  the>'  are  learning  to  read,  they  should  have  as  few 
obstacles  as  possible  put  in  their  way.  For  this  reason  the  books 
adopted  by  this  Society  are  in  the  easily  acquired  embossed  type  of 
the  late  Dr.  William  Moon,  of  England,  who,  with  his  daughter.  Miss 
Moon,  visited  Philadelphia  in  1882,  and  advocated  the  adoption  of  the 
home  teaching  S3'stem  for  the  adult  blind.  Dr.  Moon,  being  himself 
blind,  knew  well  the  requirements  of  his  fellow-sufferers,  and  his 
embossed  books  are  especially  adapted  to  the  needs  of  those  who  have 
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become  blind  since  youth,  or  whose  sense  of  touch  has  become  blunted 
by  laboring  with  the  pj.:i„(jelphia  this  Society  has  loaned

the  United  States  mails  free  of  postage,  aud  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmastei 
General  mav  prescribe.

2.  Reading  matter  in  raised  characters  for  the  use  of  the  bliud.  to  be  entitled  to 

transmissiou  in  the  mails  free  of  postage,  must  not  contain  any  advertisiug  or  other 
matter  whatever,  and  must  in  every  case  be  sent  by  or  returned  to  a public  library  01 
public  institution  for  the  blind.  , j 

3.  When  mailed  by  a public  library  or  public  institution  for  the  blind,  the  matter 
must  be  sent  as  a loan  to  a blind  reader.  When  mailed  for  return  to  a public  library  01 
public  institution  for  the  blind,  the  sender  must  be  a blind  reader. 

4.  The  matter  must  be  wrapped  so  that  it  may  be  easily  examined. 

5.  No  package  is  to  weigh  more  than  four  pounds,  except  i u case  of  a single  volume, 

aud  it  must  not  exceed  ten  pounds  in  weight.  . . 

6.  On  the  upper  left  baud  corner  of  the  eiiv’elope  or  wrapper  containing  the  matter 
the  name  and  address  of  the  sender  must  appear,  and  on  the  upper  right  hand  corner  the 

word  “ Free”  over  the  words  “ Reading  Matter  for  the  Blind.”  , 

Note. — Letters  written  in  point  print  or  raised  characters  used  by  the  blind  are  not 
included  in  the  reading  matter  entitled . under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  free  trans- 
mission in  the  mails.  (See  section  475.)
